BRIAN WILSON interview 


This interview between Brian Wilson 
and Alice, President of BBFUN took 
place on October 20, 1984. 


ALICE: Why don’t you tell us about 
what’s happened to you, why you’re in 
such absolutely fantastic condition now... 
BRIAN: Well, what happened was I used 
to get up in the morning and I used to 
eat two steaks for breakfast. Yuck. Can 
you believe that? 

ALICE: Yeah, because I’d love to be able 
to do that. 

BRIAN: Two steaks for breakfast and 
then I went up to three eleven pounds. 
I went into the hospital for some check- 
ups ’cause my brothers were getting 
worried about me. You know? And I 
checked out okay except Dr. Landy 
took me to Hawaii to quit smoking and 
start a whole brand new diet on health 
foods only. So I got through my, I did 
my initial. . . those first two weeks 
when you make a change in your life, 
like a complete change, it’s really hard, 
you know? 

ALICE: Uh huh. 

BRIAN: You know when you move. . . 
you gotta move and put all the stuff in 
boxes and take take it, you know? 
That’s what I felt like. It was like a big 
change. I couldn’t stand the change. I 
couldn’t, you know? But I did it. It 
really took a lot of willpower. I really 
had to stick to it. So I did all that and 

I lost a hundred and twenty pounds. 
ALICE: That’s really good. What I really 
admire, what I think they really admire 
is your willpower. We have seventeen 
hundred people right :now. . .and I think 
there are seventeen hundred different 
problems that everybody has something 
that they need some willpower where. . . 
you can give them something to go on. 
BRIAN: It’s just that uh when you first 
start out on a project it’s scary, because 
like worrying if you’re going to be able 
to do it or not, you know? But I did it. 
I know that. I, ... it was so hard. When I 
quit smoking, I went nuts, I couldn’t 


stand it. It was hard for me, but I did it. 
And uh, but like I said when you're go- 
ing to move from one house to another 
house you have to take. . . you,think to 
yourself, “Oh, gosh, we’ve got all this 
packing ahead of us,” you know? That’s 
what it is like when Dr. Landy said 
you're gonna, I’m gonna, you re gonna 
lose over a hundred pound now and he 
said we’re gonna start with just eight 
hundred calories a day. We will take you 
way low. He pumped me full of vitamins, 
interveinous vitamins, to keep me healthy, 
because I wasn’t eating very much food. 
And he kept pumping me through every 
day, every day for a month, I got inter- 
veinous shots. 

GREG DAHLKE: (An assistant) Yeah, 
you also get me. I’m gonna sit in with 
you if you don’t mind...TII be quiet. 
BRIAN: Are you gonna check it out? 
GREG: Yeah. 

BRIAN: Okay, good. Greg was there. 
VOICE TELLS GREG: Greg, telephone. 
GREG: Bye, guys. 

BRIAN: You know, when you take, 
when you take a box first you get a 
box, right? Then you do okay, now I 
guess I'll first start with my books. You 
take one book, you put the book in the 
box, right? Pretty soon the box is full 
of books, right? 

ALICE: Uh huh. 

BRIAN: And then you do, you go 
through another stage and then you 
pack something else. You pack some- 
thing else. You pack, you start packing 
your clothes, you get all your clothes 
packed in boxes. Your shirts, your socks 
and your shoes. You know, all that 
stuff and uh, that’s what it was like. I 
said, looked ahead, I said to myself, 
“Gosh, I can’t do that.” You know. 

I can’t do that, I can’t, I can’t. Pm not 
going to be able to lose that much weight, 
Pll go crazy, you know. Then I thought 
to myself, “Well, no more steaks.” And 
that really shook me up, you know it’s

the same as any change in life. Any 
major change in your lifestyle. It’s hell: 
It’s just hell to do it, you know.
